DAYTON, Ohio ItR — The B58 
H ustler, th e Air 
F orce's 
super­ 
sonic bom ber, Dew 
here 
today 
from F o rt W orth, Tex., to undergo 
a series of take-off tests. 
The plane, 
"described as the 
fastest, m ost advanced jet bom b­ 
er ever built," landed h ere one 
hour and 17 m inutes after it left 
F ort W orth. 
The A ir F orce said the plane, 
flying an "around about route," 
averaged 930 m iles per hour on 
its first flight aw ay from its hom e 
base. 
The speed of sound is 7G0 
m iles p er hour.

plane 
would undergo a scries of 
special take-off te sts here during 
the next two weeks.

Trailer Park Permit Granted Over 


Opposition of Valley Water District 


Protests of the Coachella Val­ 
ley County 
Water 
District 
and 
other Coachella Valley organisa­ 
tions and individuals were over­ 
ridden this week w hen the county 
board of supervisors granted Dr. 
Charles A. Reagan of Dos Angeles 
an M-3 perm it to operate a trailer 
park on property just north of the 
northerly city limits of P a l m 
Springs in Section 36 of Township 
3 South Range t East. 
The water district was repre­ 
sented at the hearing by Dowell O. 
Weeks, general m a n a g e r and 
chief engineer, who argued that 
the site of the trailer park is in 
the channel of 
the 
Whitewater 
River, is not a safe place because 
ol flood hazards, and loss of life 
could be expected. 


HF- SAID IT would be economi­ 
cally infeasible to construct ade­ 
quate facilities to take care of 
possible 
floods 
which 
he 
said 
could cause great damage all the 
way to the Saltón Sea. 
Albert Webb of Albert Webb As­ 
sociates, employed by Dr. Reagan 
to make a survey, expressed the 
opinion 
that 
earthwork 
in 
an 
amount of loo.ooo to 120.000 cubic 
yards would be necessary to ef­ 
fect protection from floods, but he 
said it could be done. 
He said 
the 
flood channel should be 1,600 
feet in width and the Mission 
Creek channel which feeds into it 
should be 500 feet wide. 


THE PROPONENTS a r g u e d 
that 
the 
water 
level 
is -high. 
Weeks agreed that it is high in 
the areas where there is irriga­ 
tion and lack of pumping, but he 
said that in 
the 
Palm 
Springs 
area the level is low and there is 
some question of how long the 
water supply will last with in­ 
creased development of the area. 
He said the 
average decline 
over the entire Coachella Valley 
area from Garnet to the sea is 
three feet per year and warned 
that the natural underground wa­ 
ter Is the only supply for resort 
and recreational development as 
well as for farming. 
"There is 
no other w ater source In the fore­ 
seeable future," de declared. 


WILD AM COOK, speaking for 
the Coachella Valley Farm Center 
expressed opposition to granting 
the trailer park permit. 
He said 
well water is going down. 
"One 
tittle corner of development is not 
serious any more than one little 
straw on the cam el's hack," he 
declared, "but one development 
leads to another." 
The water district has previous 
ly stated that it plans to use the 
area ultimately for a spreading 
basin, but County Counsel Sulli­ 
van said that the district would 
not have any right to spread wa 
ter on the property so long as it 
is privately owned. 
Only by con­ 
demnation or acquisition in some 
m anner would the district have 
the right to use the property as 
a spreading basin. 
He said the 
m atter before the board was on 
the question of safety. 


BCPERVSOR

The wife of a Jackson businessman 
said the other day. “O ur freedom did 
not cost us anything. We may have to 
lose It before we are willing to fight 
for it." 
People do not usually appreciate the 
things that come free. But when an in­ 
dividual has hi* hard work or his hard 
earned money In a project he will de 
fend it. Freedom was given to us. 
Today the United States is spending 
multiplied billions of dollars to halt the 
Kremlin and to thwart Communism. 
But here's a pointed question: What 
are we discouraging in Russia that we 
are not encouraging in Washington? 
We say that we uphold the private 
competitive system. We say that this 
is what Russia, Red China and the Sa­ 
tellite countries should adopt. Yet we 
are consistently opposing it. 
A Soviet collective farm is sn econo­ 
mic monstrosity. This editor can attest 
to the fact. He has seen them In both 
Russia and Yugoslavia. But what is 
more of an economic monstrosity than 
our agricultural program in the United 
States? 
What America needs I* agreement on 
a policy. Never in history has a Nation 
been more Inconsistent. We oppose the 
idea of government controls behind the 
Iron Curtain. We tolerate them In our 
own country. We condemn countries 
with controlled economies. But what is 
happening in this respect in the United 
State»? 
We tell the world that we uphold 
freedom. But is the American farmer 
free? W hat can he plant without per­ 
mission of ills government? 
Just this week the headlines of the 
Nation's newspapers told the story of a 
fight: in Congress to eliminate trial by 
Jury. In the name of civil rights a pro­ 
posal is now' being fought which if en­ 
acted would deny trial by Jury In cer­ 
tain cases. If once trial by Jury'breaks 
down the wedge has been driven. The 
point is what right have we to complain 
of Polish or Hungarian courts if we 
ourselves are seeking to authorize trials 
without juries? 
Here's another question which we 
should ask: Who is trying to sell whom?

The reason for this can be understood simply by considering the 
maximum bend as a hinge in the shaft. 
When thia hinge exists 
near, and sometimes under, the grip, the player cannot have the 
proper leverage for whipping the club through the ball. This lev­ 
erage requires the hinge-like action to be lower in the shaft, at 
least below a point halfway between the grip and the head. . Gen­ 
erally it Is T>a»t to have it in tho lower third of the shaft.
